WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—In an- 
nouncing creation of a Missouri 
Basin Survey Commission to make 
a comprehensive study of land 
and water resources of the Mis- 
souri river valley, President Tru- 
man has given a strong indication 
of support for some new form of 
management for development of 
the basin. 

The commission, created at the 
urging of Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. (Dem.) of Missouri, 
was established by executive or- 
der issued by the President late 
yesterday. 

The 11 members of the com- 
mission remain, to be appointed. 
Three will be Senators, three 
Representatives and five will be 
drawn from the public, The ex- | 
pectation is that one of the pub-, 
lic members will be designated 
as chairman and that Senator 
— will be one of the mem- 

rs. 


Function of Commission, 

President Truman’s statement 
said the commission’s function is 
to make a survey and recommend 
improvements in the handling of 
basin development, but. not to re- 
place the existing federal and 
state agencies engaged in the 
large-scale work now under way. 
He added, with seeming signi- 
ficance: 

“I am convinced — as I think 
most of the people in the basin 
are convinced—that we need to 
improve our present organization- 
al arrangements. I hope this 
commission will give us its ad- 
vice in this field.” 

The .present physical work in 
the Missouri basin is under the 
separate direction of the Army’s 
Corps of Engineers, the Interior 
Department’s Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, and the Agriculture De- 
partment, and, to some extent, 
the 10 states partly or wholly 
within the basin. Other federal 
agencies in the program ere the 
Federal Power Commission, Com- 
merce Department, and Federal 
Security Agency. 

Co-ordination of Agencies. 

Activity of the foregoing agen- 
cies is co-ordinated thraugh the 
Missouri Basin Interagency Com- 
mittee, a voluntary body without 
legal powers. The Interagency 
program, currently estimated at 
14% billion dollars, consists of 
the old Pick-Sloan plan of the 
Army Engineers and the Recla- 
mation Bureau, and various addi- 
tions, including the big proposed 
but as yet unauthorized Agricul- 
ture program of soil and water 
control and small watercourse 
treatment: 

There has been considerable 
discussion in the Missouri valley 
of the need for some form of 
agency with over-all management 
and planning power. In the re- 
cent discussions of plans for flood 
control in the Missouri and Kan- 
sas area, the sharp cleavages 
among the three principal fed- 
eral agencies, the Army Engi- 
neers, Reclamation and Agricul- 
ture, came out publicly. 

“Much important work” now 
under way in the Missouri basin 
should be kept under way while 
the commission is making its 
gtudy, the President deciared. He 
said the new annual budget to be 
announced shortly would contain 
“minimum funds” for this work, 
“including the ‘commencement of 
a limited number of projects 
which should not be longer de- 
layed.” :

RANSOMED FLYER’S 


Towboat Captain Confident He Can Get Line 
to Crippled Freighter — Warning 
of New Gale Issued. 


LONDON,. Jan. 4 (AP) — The 
first mate of the British rescue 
tug Turmoil today succeeded in 
boarding the Flying Enterprise 
to join Capt. Kurt Carlsen on the 
crippled American freighter. 

The United States destroyer 
John W. Weeks radioed that the 
tugboat man “managed to get 
aboard over the taffrail of the 


Enterprise and is now standing 
by with Capt. Carlsen.” 

The first report did not include 
details how the man from the 
Turmoil got aboard the Enter- 
prise. 

The Turmoil’s owner, the Over- 
seas Towage & Salvage Co., said 
in Falmouth that the man put 
aboard the Enterprise was Harry 
Davies of Aberdéen, Scotland.

Delegate Charges Russian 
Proposal Is Diversion- 
ary Move, Fears It May 
Delay or Disrupt Cur- 
rent Negotiations. 


PARIS, Jan. 4 (AP}—The Unit- 
ed States expressed grave con- 
cern today that a new Russian 
move to bring up Korean armi- 
stice negotiations in the United 
Nations Security Council might 
break up the talks now going on 
at the front. 

United States Delegate Benja- 
min Cohen told a news confer- 
ence that the United States could 
not understand why the Soviet 
Union had made such a proposal 
at a time when truce talks in 
Korea appeared to be making 
slow but sure progress. 

Cohen said the United States 
was decidedly and unqualifiedly 
opposed to a Russian resolution 
calling for a special high-level Se- 
curity Council meeting to discuss 
how to aid the armistice talks. 

Soviet Sincerity Challenged. 

The proposal, he declared, 
could not fail to have a bad ef- 
fect on the talks at Panmunjom. 
He said he wondered whether the 
Russians wanted to settle the Ko- 
rean war or reopen it. 

The effect of the resolution 
introduced by Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Y. Vishinsky, he 
declared, might well be to delay 
or disrupt the talks now going on. 

If the Soviet Union thinks it 
can help push them to a success- 
ful conclusion, he declared, they 
are no doubt in touch with’ the 
Chinese Communists and North 


Koreans and can work through 
them. 


France Puts Questions. 

At the afternoon session of the 
U.N. Political Committee, France’s 
Jean Chauvel put this question to 
Vishinsky 
“Are the negotiations at Pan- 
munjom considered in Moscow 
to have come to such a@ pass that 
it is to transport them 
to a different level?” 

Chauvel aiso wanted to know if 
Vishinsky would come to the pro- 
posed meeting “in a new spirit.” | 
Chauvel hoped for a reply from 
Vishinsky when the Russian takes 
the floor in debate again, prob- 
ably sometime next week. 


Cohen charged that the Soviet 
proposals, which also included a/ 
section calling for the Council 
meeting to range over all sub- 
jects of international tension, 
were a diversionary operation 
neatly designed to appeal to 
man’s hope for peace. Such a 
meeting, he said, might well have 
the reverse effect of increasing 
tensions, especially if Vishinsky 
were to use it as a propaganda 
forum for more vitriolic speeches 
against the West.

It was his first White House 
press conference in three weeks 
and drew a standing-room-only 
group of 181 reporters primed 
with inquiries about the spread- 
ing Administration scandals and 
other subjects. 

No Statement on McGrath. 

One of those who has come 
under fire in connection with t- > 
Government’s handling of ‘crim- 
inal tax fraud cases is Attorney 
General J. Howard McGrath. 
Truman was asked whether 
McGrath had signified any desire 
to. “be relieved” of his post in 
the Justice Department. 

Sharply Truman said’ he was 
not going to answer that—t*>ore 
were sO many rumors around that 
he couldn’t answer all of them. 
When he was ready to make a 
further statement, he said, he 
would make it, and until then he 
would have nothing to say.

YELLOW FEVER 
KEPT ALIVE BY 
JUNGLE MONKEYS 


CINCINNATI (AP)— Dr. Mar- 
ston Bates of the Rockefeller 
Foundation has described how 
yellow fever was kept alive by 
monkeys in South American 
jungles after it was stamped out 
among humans in cities. 

Dr. Bates spoke this week 
before the Entomological Society 
of America. 

“After we proved in Cuba after 
the Spanish-American war that 
‘yellow jack’ was transmitted by a 
certain kind of mosquito, it was 
thought we could banish the dis- 
ease from the earth by killing off 
the mosquito,” Dr. Bates declared, 
“but the job proved impossible. 

“It reappeared at times and the 
foundation determined several 
years ago to find out where it was 
coming from. At a laboratory set 
up on the Orinoco river in Co- 
lumbia, it was learned that mon- 
keys in thé jungles harbored the 
disease and mosquitos bit them 
and passed the virus on to man.”

straight from the plants. He said 
that they had “aptly” described 
the situation. 

“As far as I am concerned the 


steel industry may g0 to hell with | 


my compliments,” Murray ex- 
claimed, “no matter what action | 
you may take on the executive | 
board’s recommendations.”

“Keep high that strike weapon 
and let them know we can use

Lovett’s Over-All Figure. 

By dint of the most merciless 
squeezing of the excess water out 
of the proposed budgets of all 
three services, Secretary of De- 
fense Robert A. Lovett has now 
come up with an over-all Defense 
Department budget of about 51 
billion dollars. 

To arrive at this figure, which 
represented a sharp cut in cur- 
rent defense spending, certain 
calculated risks had to be taken. 
These calculated risks included 
the assumption that large-scale 
fighting would not again break 
out in Korea; that there would be 
no new Koreas; and that general 
war was most unlikely at least 
within the next two years. 

On this basis, a great deal of 
fat was cut off the three services. 
Indeed, the knife came perilously 
close to thé muscle. The Army, 
for example, was cut way back 
from a requested 22 billion dollars 
to a $15,600,000,000.

BACKS PLEVEN IN| 
VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 


PARIS, Jan. 4 (AP)—Premier 
Rene Pleven’s coalition govern- 


ment won a narrow vote of con- 
fidence last night*im the National 
Assembly, staving off for the 
sixth time the threat of a fall. 
The official count gave the gov- 
ernment a vote of 254 to 247. 

Pleven had called for the vote 
on general issues, declaring it 
would mean the Assembly “recog- 
nizes the nation’s need for a bal- 
anced budget.” The deputies 
were not asked to vote directly 
on any specific bill. Pleven’s gov- 
ernment has been in power five 
months. 

The biggest opposition, as al- 
ways, came from the Commu- 
nists and the right-wing follow- 
ers of Gen. Charles de Gaulle. 
The latter hope to get the war- 
time resistance leader back at the 
nation’s helm. 

In asking for the vote of con- 
fidence; Pleven said he did not 
expect to get any of the govern- 
ment’s proposals—including a 10 
per cent increase on most indirect 
taxes—without some changes.

KINGDOM OF LIBYA

PARIS, Jan. 4 (AP)—The new 
Kingdom of Libya applied today 
for membership in the United 
Nations. 

Observers “Believed that Rus- 
sia, although opposed to Libya's 
military base tie-up with the West- 
ern powers, might refrain from 
using a veto, and let Libya in. 
Their reasoning was based on 
two factors: (1) The precedent set 
by admission of Israel and Indo- 
nesia—both more or less creations 


of the U.N., and (2) the Russian 
desire to butter up the Arab coun- 
tries, which are expected to cam- 
paign for Libyan membership. 

Libya, a former Italian colony 
on the Mediterranean south shore, 
is the first country to become. a 
nation under U.N.

Russia in the past has freely 
used the veto in the Security 
Council to bar applicants ybacked 
by the Western powers until those 
powers agree to admit Soviet 
satellite nations. To win mem-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


‘The current dissatisfaction with local 
transit, the Post-Dispatch publicity of 
the same, and Mayor Darst’s recent 
proposal for. public ownership can 
either save the’ metropolitan area or 
hasten the decay of. at least the central 
core. 

If the public is stirred to the right 
kind of action, which must include uni- 
fication of transit systems and financial 
subsidy, under either private or public 
ownership, the prospects are bright. 

If, on the other hand, people naively 

blame some wickedness of the Public 
Service Co. for poor transit service, a 


.. declining number of passengers, and 


fare increases, they will fail to meet 
the main issues. A switch from private 
to public ownership will only change 
the target of public brickbats. 

The real evil is street congestion, 
resulting from too much use of the pri- 
vate auto. Keeping bus fares down to 
15 cents will not make people leave 
their cars at home. Except for gasoline 
rationing, the only inducements likely 
to cause a large return to public con- 
veyances are greater speed, more seats, 
more convenient schedules, and free- 
dom from parking worries. 

_ More frequent schedules, like more 
seats, will cost money. That is why 
subsidy is necessary. But if the city 
will refrain from aiding downtown 
parking (even by the indirect means of 
removing land from the tax rolls) at 
the same time that it makes bus and 
streetcar riding more attractive, a two- 
fold saving will result. Decreased auto 
traffic will make some street-widening 
projects unnecessary, and elimination 
of traffic delay will allow more bus- 
miles per driver-hour. 
Public ownership will be a benefit 
if it is needed to reconcile the people 
' to the subsidy principle. (After all, 
we pay for streets, traffic signals, traf- 
fic policemen and some bridges with 
tax money.) It will be a curse if, ina 
spirit of vindictiveness, it brings three- 
fold duplication of service in the place 
of our present two-company system.

So far, so good. 

But it seems to us that Mayor Darst is on the 
wrong foot in indicating that he sees little need 
for a group such as the Citizens’ Bond Issue 
Committee which drew up and put over the 
1944 bond issue. The Department of Streets and 
Sewers may well be more efficient than a lay 
committee in drawing up blueprints for specific 
projects. But it is highly important to have com- 
munity approval, for the job. And it is most de- 
sirable to seek such approval through a non- 
partisan appeal. 

St. Louis must transform itself to a very con- 
siderable degree if it is to make steady agvances 
along the road of progress..Its plans must be 
made with broad vision and with a constant and 
imaginative eye on the possibilities of every ele- 
ment in the community. 

If the planning is left to department heads 
alone, the results may be too routine. Only the 
more obvious needs may be met. A group of 
representative citizens is likely to look farther 
into the future. It.is likely to do more to stimu- 
late the imagination of the community. 

A list of projects settled on by a citizens’ com- 
mittee is bound to command widespread respect. 
And such a committee can make the maximum 
effort to assure approval of the necessary bond 
issue. Mayor Darst has seen the need for com- 
munity participation in the solution of the tran- 
sit problem. The need is just as great in connec- 
tion with other local improvements. So we hope 
he will lay the widest possible foundation for the 
progress of St. Louis. 
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As Stuart Symington Retires 
W. Stuart Symington of St. Louis is to resign 
this month as, chief of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. Thus the Truman Admin- 
istration loses its chief troubleshooter and a 
man who has won public confidence. 


Mr. Symington would not desert the Admin- 
istration as some others have done, because scan- 
dal put a hole in the ship. No scandal ever 
touched his work, and in fact his RFC task was 
to clear out the scandals, which he has done ex- 
ceptionally well. His reasons for wishing retire- 
ment are said to be personal. 

Yet the very fact of his service will make 


his loss greater to the President, and to the 
Government. For Mr. Symington accepted jobs 
which others would not or could not do, and 


performed well. In ‘six years he went in and 
out of office as chairman of the War Surplus 
Property Board and the National Security Re- 
sources Board, as Secretary of the Air Force 
and, finally, RFC administrator. 


President Truman has often complained of the 
difficulty of getting good public servants, but 
his Administration has certainly not made it 
easier for qualified men to accept positions of 
public trust. Now that Mr. Symington is to re- 
tire, where will the President find so able and 
trustworthy a successor to send where other 
men will not go?

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Chance for Peace in Steel 


The steel workers’ expected postponement of 
their strike will give the Wage Stabilization 


Board an opportunity to hear and judge the dis- 


pute. It does not, of course, protect the defense. 
effort against a strike later on. And it does not 
protect the nation against a settlement which 
breaks the stabilization standards and so opens 
up the risk of another inflationary: spiral. 

Theoretically the WSB has only one task to 
perform, and that is to determine whether the 
steel workers are entitled, under existing stand- 
ards relating to the cost of living, productivity 
and other factors, to a wage increase. But if the 
board is to recommend “a fair and equitable 
settlement,” as President Truman promised in 
his message to the steel workers’ convention, it 
is difficult to see how it can avoid looking at 
the price side of the equation as well. 

As things stand, the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion has determined that the steel industry as a 
whole is earning profits before taxes well above 
the levels previously established as a guide to 
price decisions. In other words, according to 
OPS the industry can afford to absorb some 
wage increase—not necessarily the amount 
asked by the steel workers—without increasing 
prices. 

The industry, however, has vigorously cha!- 
lenged the OPS findings.‘ By insisting that it 
must have a price increase before it grants any 
wage increase whatever, it has made the price 
quéstion virtually a part of the wage dispute. 
The WSB may. at least have to take prices and 
profits into consideration as a measure of the 
industry’s ability to pay a wage increase. 

Yet, how much of an increase should be paid, 
if any, must rest on other considerations. The 
main consideration anust be the preservation of 
wage stabilization standards which will prevent 


the steel settlement from touching off a round 


of inflationary general increases of both wages 
and prices. That is the duty of the WSB, and

But the Smith Act is aimed at advocacy of 
roe rather than the commission of overt 
acts. 

The American Communist party is not a 
political danger; it is the feeblest Commu- 
nist party in any major country. Commu- 
nists have been driven from positions of 
power they formerly held in the trade 
unions and other mass organizations. In 
America, they are isolated and powerless. 

Communists are now excluded from gov- 
ernment employment under the Hatch Act, 
and in time of war we support their exclu- 
sion from all.areas or occupations vital to 
our defense. 

We remain firmly opposed to the Smith 
Act, and to the roundups of minor Commu- 
nist leaders whose prosecutions go beyond 
the letter and spirit of the Supreme Court 
decision. 

We find these contrary to President Tru- 
man’s clear declaration that the right to 
voice opinions, no matter how loathsome 
they may. be, is a sacred American right. 

If every group which professes to be attached 
to the Constitution and the freedoms of the Bill 
of Rights will make an informed study of this 
issue, the list of organizations for the Smith 
Act’s repeal will grow rapidly.

Able Adviser for Gen. 


Gen. Ridgway receives an unusually qualified 
adviser in Burrows Matthews, editor of the 
Buffalo Courier-Express. 

Mr. Matthews, whose duty will be to advise 
the U.N. commander on matters relating to pub- 
lic information and opinion in the United States, 
is an able editor of long experience in news- 
paper work. He is doubly qualified, moreover, by 
his World War II service in Gen. Eisenhower's 
headquarters where he was a lieutenant colonel 
in the SHAEF Public Relations Division. In that 
sensitive spot he worked with war correspond- 
ents on many delicate problems. 


Thus Mr. Matthews takes to the high com- 
mand at Tokyo a knowledge of American public 
opinion and familiarity with procedure and or- 
ganization in a top level military headquarters. 
Such a civilian adviser ought to be of invalu- 
able help to a man who must handle the bur- 
dens which rest on Gen. Ridgway. 

It is to Mr. Matthews’ credit that he is taking 
a leave of absence from his newspaper to assist 
his country in the Orient and an evidence of 
the patriotism of the Buffalo Courier-Express 
that he is released for this important assignment.

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Covering Up Corruption ? 

What is going on in the Federal Building’s 
grand jury room? 

Are the grand jurors digging away at major 
income tax scandals as they were directed to do 
by Chief Judge George H. Moore? Or are their 
efforts being given to less important cases? If 
so, why? And by whose direction? 


Grand juries are entitled to a broad measure 
of privacy. It is of the essence of the grand jury 
system that jurors should be free to examine 
every kind of evidence—some of it perhaps 
flimsy—in their effort to get at the facts. And 
it is proper that there should be no publicity 
where reputations might be endangered by what 
turns out to be only malicious gossip. 


Judge Moore, however, has raised a big ques- 
tion about what has been going on in the grand 
jury room in recent weeks and months. In im- 
posing a $30,000 fine on George J. Seeger, a St. 
Louis county farm implement dealer convicted 
of income tax evasion, the Chief Judge declared 
that this was not the type of case he had in 


-mind when he ordered the grand jury to crack 


down on corruption in the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. 

“This case,” he said, “probably was thrown 
to the grand jury to distract their attention 
from the influence peddlers.” There have been 
rumors that efforts might be made to smother 
further major indictments. Now Judge Moore 
hints broadly that there may be something to 
such talk. 

The duty of District Attorney George L. Rob- 
ertson and his superiors in the Department of 
Justice—all the way up to Attorney General Mc- 
Grath—is clear. Perhaps they cannot force a 
grand jury to bring in an indictment, but they 
can marshal the evidence and so assist a grand 
jury that, where there is guilt, indictment be- 
comes automatic. 

And Judge Moore is convinced that there is 
guilt, more of it than has so far been os oa 
to light.

If you intend to travel abroad, especially 
in Asia, it is a fairly safe bet that you 
will be asked many questions about Amer- 
ica. Some of these questions will surprise 
and even shock you. But all of them— 
however faulty the information behind 
some of them may be—happen to reflect 
widespread attitudes toward this country. 


The following iist consists of the 20 
questions most frequently thrown my way 
during dozens of lectures and private 
meetings on a recent 
trip to India and 
Pakistan. 

Il. Why do Ameri- 
cans practice ;race 
prejudice and \ dis- 
crimination? (As 
previously indicated 
in SRL, this is the 
number one question 
about America. The 
question of color has 
burned so deep that 
it would be foolish 
to expect that pro- 
grams for economic 
rehabilitation are 
enough by them- 
selves to win the support of Asian peo- 
ples.) 

2. Why is the United States embarking 
on a program of colonial imperialism, espe- 
cially in the Far East? (This extreme 
question usually ignores the history of 
American-Filipino relations and the con- 
structive record in Japan since 1945. Gen- 
erally, the question takes various forms, 
all the way from a demand that we cease 
trying to restore Eastern colonies to Euro- 
pean nations to the comment that we are 
trying to out-British the British.) 


What of Aid to Tyrants? 


3. Why doesn't the United States show 
the same concern over the Kashmir issue 
that it does over Korea? (This question 
was asked in both India and Pakistan in 
almost the same form, the only variation 
being that Pakistani wanted to know why 
we appearec tu be siding with India, and 
vice versa in India. In any event, it un- 
derlines the fact that we are expected to 
take strong leadership inside the U.N. 
looking toward a settlement of the Kash- 
mir dispute.) 

4. How does the United States reconcile 
its professions of democracy in the world 
with the fact that it serids aid and arms to 
non-democratic rulers and regimes? (The 
questioners frequently disclosed their 
astonishment at the fact that. we do not 
realize that we are thereby endangering 
something far more important—the sup- 
port of free peoples.) 


5. Why is the United States “aggress- 
ing” in Korea against the Korean people? 
(Indian representatives to various U.N. 
agencies are often shocked on their return 
to India to discover the widespread mis- 
conceptions about the Korean war that are 
the rule rather than the exception. This 
is one propaganda theme the Soviet works 
as hard as it can.)

6. Why doesn’t the United States sup- 
port the admission of China to the United 
Nations if the present Chinese Govern- 
ment represents the will of the people? 
(There seems to be a general pea. cmret 
to regard Communist China as a es- 
tation of national independence and not as 
part of a world-wide revolutionary move- 
ment with headquarters in Moscow, Noth- 
ing much is said about the widespread 
purges in China or about the growing 
failure of the lond-elterss movement. ) 

7. Why did the United States resort to 
the mass brutality, of atomic bombing 
against Japan, especially as the record 
now shows that Japan was at the point of 
imminent surrender and that this fact was 
known to American leaders? (Not infre- 
quently, the question would take an ex- 
treme form: “Isn’t it true that the United 
States dropped the atomic bomb on Japan 
because it was a colored race?”)

8. Why is there so much war talk in the 
United States, contrasted with the fre- 
quent declarations of peace that come 
from Russia? (This question highlights 
the fact that Soviet strategy, seeking to 
identify itself with peace, has scored some 
success on this particular propaganda 
front.) 

9. Isn't it true that prosperity in Amer- 
ica depends on war? Isn't it true that 
America didn’t emerge from the depres- 
sion until it began to produce for World 
War II? (What would happen to your 
economy if suddenly world tensions evapo- 
rated? Is this why your newspapers talk 
about stocks falling every time there is 
good news in the world?) 

10. What is the difference between the 
Republican and Democratic parties? (Not 
as easy as it sounds.) 

ll. Why doesn’t the United States have 
a culture of which it can be proud? (Or: 
Don’t you have any writers of serious 
books or are most of your authors writing 
cheap stories for Hollywood? Or: Have 
you done anything in literature or art or 
music that is considered by Americans to 
be as important as your shiny automo- 
biles?) 

12. What is being done to bring the rule 
of law to the American West? (This was 
only one of dozens of misconceptions of 
American life fostered by American 
movies.)

13. Why hasn’t America put aside poli- 
tics on the matter of sending wheat to 
India? (This, of course, was two months 
before the wheat loan finally went 
through. There was a particu sense. of 
outrage at the fact that some erican 
newspapers and officials tried to gonnect 
mercy with politics.) 

14.Is it true that Americans practice 
immorality in their daily lives as a matter 
of routine? (Said one questioner: “The 
soldiers who were here during the war— 
some of them—failed to respect our cul- 
tural and religious institutions. Some of 
them made improper advances to our 
young women, attempting to corrupt them 
with expensive gifts. Is this what they do 
in the United States?”) 

15. Why are Americans so unhappy? 
Every time we see them on the newsreel 
screen, they look most sad-faced. Why 
are there so many divorces? What is 
wrong with American institutions if the 
family cannot remain sacred? , 

16. How much freedom do women have 
in America? (It is difficult for Eastern 
peoples to realize that the emancipation 
of women can actually reach the point it 
has im America.) 


And Who Speaks for Us? 


17. What is wrong with your art? Why 
have your artists gone in for such slavish 
imitation of the French abstractionists? 
Do Americans really understand what 
some of your painters are getting at? 


18. How much pay does the average 
worker in America get? (The fact that 
American skilled workers receive approxi- 
mately five to six times as much as the 
average Indian is considered surprising, 
but must be considered alongside the fact 
that the average American’s output is 
correspondingly greater.) 

19. Who speaks for the United States? 
Does the President really represent the 

people? If so, why are most 
of the newspapers opposed to him? Do 
the newspapers reflect public opinion? 

20. Don’t American publishers see any- 
thing wrong in their, virtual domination of 
the world paper market? (It is pointed | 
out that there is a direct connection be- 
tween an open paper supply and freedom 
of the press. Yet many papers are dying 
because of the paper shortage. “We are 
willing to pay what we get, and the 
price asked of us is about twice as much 


as American newspapers have to pay. But . 


we cannot get paper even at these prices 
because American newspapers have vir- 
tually cornered the world supply.”)

' More Romanticized History 


CLOUD ON THE LAND, by Julia Davis. (Rinehart & 

Co., Inc., 404 pgs.., $3.50.) 

Julia Davis has used the Shenandoah, 
the Ohio and the Missouri valleys as 
background for her new novel, “Cloud on 
the Land.” Here is a story of the United 
States some three decades before the 
Civil War, and the cloud to which the 
title refers is the one which finally led 
to that unfortunate rebellion. It darkens 
many a day for Angus MacLeod and his 
wife, as they move through Virginia, Ohio, 
and Missouri. 

The novel is very busy, too, with, other 
matters than slavery: with the fur trade, 
with various phases of the Indian prob- 
lem, and with love—and this is quite a 
good love story. In spite of fundamental 
differences of opinion on secial questions, 
in spite of occasional doubts about each 
others’ fidelity, and in spite of misunder- 
standings deliberately sowed in their 
minds by one or two malicious compan- 
ions, the love of Angus and Lucy Mac- 
Leod endures. 

Miss Davis’ characterizations are vivid. 
There are the brothers MacLeod, Angus 
and Edward, who are so different from 
each other: one red- 
haired like his Scot- 
tish forebears, the 
other dark like his 
French mother; one ; 
a powerful and ac- : 
‘tive man, \the other Pes | 
stholarly, slightly ~ ; 
lame, and sensitive. 
Both, however, 
are véry likeable: 
the reader likes 
them, and so do their 
own friends. To 
Lucy, her husband 
and her brother-in- 
law represent two 
kinds of virtue, “one 
in the private sphere, narrowed to the 
few individuals whom the heart could hold, 
the other in the public, embracing all hu- 
manity.” Among other powerful charac- 
ters are the fanatic abolitionist, Ethiel 
Harpe, and his wife and daughter, and the 
arrogant slave-owner, Judge Rutherford, 
and his equally arrogant daughter, Maria. 
There are also picturesque half-breeds, In- 
dians, voyageurs, and slaves. : 


Certain women of the story are especial- 
ly well portrayed. Many of them, like the 
men, but in their own fashion, are fixht- 
ers. The greatest of them are. Milicent and 
Lucy, the former the grandmother of An- 
gus MacLeod. Also i ssive are some 
half-dozen women of er races: the In- 
dians Eeniskin and Bending Willow, and 
the Negroes Winnie, Chioe, and Lethea. 

“Cloud on the Land” gives an excellent 
picture of early nineteenth-century Amer- 
ica. The author describes two important 
cities of the day, Cincinnati and St. Louis. 
The former ts a haven for free, freed, and 
runaway*slave Negroes, and as such is fre- 
quently the scene of arson, murder, mob 
rule, and turmoil generally. St. Louis, still 
quite French in appearance, is headquar- 
ters for rival fur companies, one of them 
Astor’s, of course 

This novel should be well received by 
two types of readers, those who like ro- 
mance in their love stories and those who 
are interested in American historical fic- 
tion.

Although the European peo- 
ples will, in the long run, . be 
more secure if they can unite, for 
the shorter run of our own criti- 
cal years the Europeans will have 
to be made secure first in order 
that they may be willing to unite. 

The Europeans know what his- 
torical experience so fully con- 
firms—that confederations or 
unions are not only very diffi- 
cult to form but also that when 
they have been formed on pa- 
per, they are destined to pass 
through a long ordeal of weak- 
ness before they are safely con- 
solidated. 


Early American Policy. 


We in America ought of all na- 
tions to be the first to under- 
stand how political unions are 
formed and what are the essen- 
tial conditions. Speaking only of 
the external conditions, our own 
history shows clearly that the 
first necessity of a union of 
states in process. of formation is 
that it should be shielded, pro- 
tected and insulated against in- 
vasion, intervention and entan- 
glement. 

The Founding Fathers saw this 
with great clarity. Their foreign 
policy, as it was formed by Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, Madison, John 
Quincy Adams and Monroe, was 
designed to consolidate the union 
by taking advantage of the bal- 
ance of power in Europe and of 
Britain’s command of the Atlan- 
tic ocean. 

The formation of a European 
union is a far more difficult proj- 
ect than was that of the union of 
American states. For they had 
ali once owed allegiance to the 
same king and they had never in 
fact been altogether disunited. 
The difficulties of a European 
union can perhaps eventually be 
overcome. 

But it is an extreme naivete to 
suppose that théy can be over- 
come before the next congression- 
al appropriation. Indeed, I would 
say that the more we attempt to 
force a European union by treat- 
ing it as something which is in- 
dispensable to—but also inciden- 
tal to—the success of NATO, the, 
more we shall drive the peoples 
of Europe into opposition and re- 
sistance—no matter what the gov- 
ernments may agree to sign un-

Above all the military alliance 
should not be equated and iden- 
tified with united Europe. If 
that is done, there is little hope 
that Europe can be united. 

Let us consider, for example, 
Austria, which ought to have a 
treaty and an unoccupied and 
united country: Is it possible to 
believe that the Soviets can be 
persuaded, induced or pressed, to 
agree to an Austrian treaty if the 
liberated Austria is then to be 
integrated into a Western defense 
community which is under the 
command of NATO? 


Is it not necessary to the peace- 
able liberation of a united Austria 
that there should be a European 
system—which is not the anti- 
.Soviet miiltary alliance — into 
which Austria can enter? 

That European system must be 
loose so that there is room in it 
for nations, with very different 
social systems. The system -must 
be guaranteed by the NATO mili- 
tary alliance against Soviet ag- 
gression. 

But if in the great discussion 
which is going to come some time, 
the Russians are to be induced to 
give up their military occupation 
in Europe, we shall have to be in 
the position of offering the Rus- 
sians guarantees of their own 
security in relation to that Euro- 


pean system. 

The Russians cannot. be ex- 
pected to give up eastern Austria 
to the Austrians and eastern Ger- 
many to the Germans if that 
means that the evacuated terri- 
tory is to be brought within the 
NATO military system, 


Guarantees for Russia. 


The true object in forming a 
European political union is not 
therefore the defense of Western 
Europe. That must be achieved 
and assured by the alliance which 
we are leading. 

The true.object of a European 
union is to establish the condi- 
tions under which it will become 
possible for Germany to be re- 
united, for Austria to be evacu- 
ated and to deal with some hope 
of success with the enormous 
changes which German reunifi- 
cation will cause in Europe and 
in the world. 

That is why the project of a 
united Europe is becoming real 
and important as the essential 
objective of the NATO-—-which is 
the military defense of Western 
Europe—is coming into sight. It 
will take a long time to make 
even the plans of a united Eu- 
rope. 

But they will be better plans, 
and I believe they will find much 
more quickly acceptance in Eu- 
rope, if they are made with a 
clear understanding that what is 
being planned is the system and 
structure within which all the 
Europeans—not merely our firm 


der our prodding and pushing.

Dickmann Says Sending of 

Iron Lungs to Epidemic 
| Areas Saves Lives. 

' The equipment furnished by 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis in polio epidem- 
ics often means the difference 
between life and death, Postmas- 
ter Bernard F. Dickmann, city- 
county eampaign director for the 
1952 March of Dimes, said today. 

More than 500 iron lungs were 
sent to polio patients in all parts 
of the nation during 1951, Dick- 
mann said, and in all more than 
$1,000,000 worth of emergency 
equipment was sent to critical 
areas last year. 

He recalled that in 1949 the 
foundation sent about 20 respira- 
tors here to be used, along with 

he 15 local respirators, in com- 
‘batting the epidemic in which 
*more than 500 were stricken and 
53 died. The foundation also sent 
in hot pack machines, other equip- 
ment and about 100 disaster 
nurses to cope with the outbreak, 


Dickmann said. ' 

He said he was calling atten- 
tion to the use of the equip- 
ment to emphasize the great need 
,for the people of St. Louis and 
’ $t. Louis county to contribute to 
the 1952 March of Dimes. 

Coin cards for contributions to 
the March of Dimes campaign for 
the fight against poliomyelitis are 
being distributed this year only 
to individuals, and the cards 
should not be used for public 
solicitatiéns, campaign officials 
said today.

MEDAL OF HONOR 
FOR G.I: KILLED IN 
ONE - MAN STAND 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 4 (UP)— 
Cpl. Clair Goodblood of Burn- 
ham, Me., was awarded the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor today 


for sacrificing his life in a one- 
man stand against Communist at- 
tack to protect the withdrawal of 
his company. 

The award of the nation’s high- 
est military honor for heroism 
was the thirty-ninth made by the 
Army in the Korean war. 

The 21-year-old machine gun- 
ner’s Third Infantry Division unit 
was attacked on the night of April 
25 near Popsu-Dong. When the 
company was ordered to withdraw, 
Goodblood remained behind to 
cover his comrades, declaring: 
“They'll take this gun over my 
dead body.” 

As the enemy directed a heavy 
assault at his position, Goodblood 
saw a hand grenade lobbed at 
him. He shoved his assistant gun- 
ner to the ground and shielded 
him with his own body. Both men 
were wounded. Goodblood re- 
mained alone after sending the 
assistant gunner to the rear. An 
enemy “banzai” charge finally 
‘overran his position, where he 
later was found dead along with 
about 100 Reds in the line of 
fire of his machine gun.

Locations in Area Un- 
der Federal Defense 
‘Program. 


—— 


Nearly - 200° industrial sites 
within a 60-mile radius of St. 
Louis have been recommended by 
railroads here under the Govern- 
ment’s program to disperse indus- 
tries as a safeguard against pos- 
sible enemy air attack, the 
Chamber of Commerce an- 
nounced today. 

Sites were discussed and put 
in appropriate categories at a re- 
cent meeting sponsored by the 
chamber’s industrial dispersion 
committee and attended by 60 in- 
dustrial and governmental repre- 
sentatives from’ counties in the 
St. Louis area. 

Categories roughly are for sites 
five miles or more from pre- 
sumed target areas, sites closer 
than five miles and sites definite- 
ly within target areas but having 


other advantages, such as a river- 
front location. 


The dispersion plan was pro- 
posed by the National Security 
Resources Board last September 
as part of a program under which 
the Government would be in- 
formed of location of proposed 
new industrial plants as a guide 
in building its own defense proj- 
ects and also in allocation of ma- 
terials for new private plants. 


Sites proposed by the railroads 
were in the City of St. Louis and 
St. Louis, St. Charles, Franklin, 
Jefferson, Lincoln, Warren, St. 
Francois, and Ste. Genevieve 
counties, Mo., and St. Clair, 
Madison, Monroe, Bond, Clinton, 
Macoupin, Montgomery and Ran- 
dolph counties, Ill. 


RED TRIAL LAWYER DISBARRED 
BY U.S, COURT; ONE SUSPENDED 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4 (UP)— 
United States District Judge Car- 
roll C. Hincks ruled today that 
Harry Sacher “should be dis- 
barred” and that Abraham J. Is- 
serman should be suspended for 
two years because of their con- 
duct. as defense attorneys in the 
trial of the convicted 11 Commu- 
nist leaders. 

The disbarment becomes effec- 


tive when Judge Hincks signs an 
order. 

Disbarment proceedings against 
the two were brought jointly by 
the Bar Association of New York 
City and the New York County 
Lawyers Association. 

Sacher and Isserman have been 
sentenced for contempt of court 
in the Communist trial. They 
have appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Judge Hincks’s ruling prevents 
the two lawyers from practicing 
in federal courts in this district. 


4,] PCT. INCREASE LAST YEAR 
IN FREIGHT CAR MOVEMENT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP)— 
The Association of American 
Railroads reported that the rail 
industry handled 40,497,386 cars 


of freight in 1951, an increase of 
1,594,745 cars or 4.1 per cent 
above the 1950 total. 

The association said that the 
last year hung up new records in 
train loads and train speed, with 
the per-hour movement of freight 
tonnage rising 6.7 per cent above 
the previous year and about 23 
per cent above the peak perform- 
ance of World War II. The trans- 
portation output in 1951 was also 
almost three times as much as 30 
years ago. 

Among the major commodities 
showing increases in rail delivery, 
ores led the list with a rise of 
18.8 per cent, followed by coke, 
up 15.1 per cent. Miscellaneous 
freight, which includes military 
items, moved up 4.7 per cent.

PHILIPPINE INQUIRY 
ON SMUGGLING TO 
CHINA PROMISED 


Strategic War Materials 
Reported Sent to Reds 
— Some Officials Said 


to Be Involved. 


MANILA, Jan. 4-‘AP)—Acting 
House Speaker Domingo Veloso 
today promised.a full congres- 
sional investigation of reports 
strategic war materials are being 
smuggled on a large scale from 
the Philippines into Red China. 

Veloso said he told the House 
income tax evasion committee and 
the Committee on Un-Filipino Ac- 
tiivties to find the facts “irre- 
spective of Who gets hurt.” 

Yesterday Representative Cip- 
riano S. Allas, the income tax 


committee chairman, said he 
would ask Congress for authority 
to make a full investigation. 

Mostly Through Hong Kong. 

A reliable source said the Phil- 
ippines National Bureau of In- 
vestigation reported on the sm 
gling, most of which has bee 
carried on through Hong Kong. 

Allas told newspaper men some 
Philippine governnfent officials 
were reported involved, but he 
refused to name them. 

Some of the illicit trade was 
reported financed by an organ- 
ized syndicate in the Philippines. 

Large quantities of gasoline, 
oil, scrap steel and drugs have 
found their way into Communist 
hands despite an offical bar on 
such exports, the source said. 

NBI agents reported the bar on 
export of strategic materials was 
violated by such means as these: 

1. Sale of Philippines-regis- 
tered vessels to Hong Kong 
firms. These were sailed from 
here fully loaded with fuel. Later 
the ships were cut up for scrap 
and sold to Red China. 

2. Philippines registered ves- 
‘sels without clearance papers 
made repeated voyages to Com- 
munist ports with war goods. 

Excess Fuel Sold. 

3. Foreign registered vessels 
have loaded fuel tanks to capacity 
here and sailed to Hong Kong 
where the excess was drained off 
and sold to Red China. 

4. Scrap steel has been shipped 
to Red China through a Hong 
Kong firm. 

5. Many foreign-registered ves- 
sels—some reported under char- 
ter to Chinese Red agents—have 
obtained clearance for European 
ports but unloaded their cargoes 
in Chinese Communist ports or 
trans-shipped them at Hong 
Kong. 

Smuggling of goods, including 
Japanese manufactures, into the 
Philippines also was reported. 


KNETZER REPAYS $160,000 
OF $250,000 HIDDEN ASSETS

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 4— 
Robert L. Knetzer, bankrupt auto- 
mobile dealer, has now paid about 
$160,000 of the $250,00 in con- 
cealed assets he was ordered to 
return to creditors, G. William 
Hersley, attorney for the cred- 
itors, said today. 
Knetzer, former “wizard” in 
selling almost new. automobiles, 
which he displayed in an Ed- 
wardsville showroom and in a 
Jerseyville alfalfa field at a time 
when new cars were scarce, has 
been making regular payments 
during his latest “vacation” from 
jail, Horsley said. 

United States District Judge 
Charles G. Briggle has given 
Knetzer six “furloughs” from jail 
to raise the money. Payments are 
made to William Dunham of Col- 
linsville, trustee, and then turned 
over to Horsley, who banks them. 
In March, 1950" Knetzer received 
an indefinite sentence for con- 
tempt of court for failing to turn 
over the concealed assets to his 


creditors. 


WRECKAGE OF MISSING C - 46 
REPORTED SIGHTED IN ALASKA 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Jan. 4 
(AP) — Airplane wreckage, he- 
lieved to be that of a missing 
Transocean Air Lines C-46, was 
reported sighted yesterday on a 
low mountain 30 miles east of 
Fairbanks. 

The four men aboard when the 
two-engine transport vanished 
Sunday night were believed to be 
dead. The air line said a ground 
party was sent to the scene. 

The transport vanished after 
radioing that it was coming down 
for its approach to Ladd Air 
Force base on a flight from Point 
Barrow. It was flying under 
charter to the Navy oil explora- 
tion project.

The -president shall 
designate a chairman. and a vice-

There shall be an executive di- 
rector of the Commission, who 
shall be appointed by the chair- 
man of the Commission after con- 
sultation with the other members 
of the Commission and without 
regard to the civil service laws. 
Subject to the direction of the 
chairman of the Commission, the 
executive director shall direct the 
activities of all persons employed 
under the Commission, shall sup. 
ervise the preparation of reports 
provided for under section 6 of 
this executive order, and shall 
perform such other-duties within 
the scope of responsibilities of 
the commission as the chairman 
of the commission shall designate.

in the past, for the evidence sug-

Further Army cuts can 
only be at the expense of the 
already very dangerously low ré- 
serves of “hard” equipment like 
artillery. 


In other words, a reduction to 
45 billion dollars or Ahereabouts 
will. amount to a reduction well 
below the absolute minimum re- 
quired if some real balance be- 
tween: East and West. is to be 
achieved by 1954, even assuming 
that there has been no géneral 
war and no new Korea in the 
meantime, 


It:is true that the armed serv- 
ices have in the past. failed to 
deliver. a dollar’s:- worth of com- 
bat ‘strength per dollar spent, but 
this failure is being gradually 
overcome, .The process can only 
be gradual—to attempt to deal, 
with the failure by hacking away 
arbitrarily, in the Johnson mian- 
ner, is; in the long run, the fals- 
est kind of economy. 

. Other Security Spending. 

It is true*also that this country 
is*spending very large sums for 
its’ security, Given the full 51- 
billion-déllar figure for the armed 
services,- the whole security bill 
will come to well over 60 billion 
dollars, when items like the three- 
billion-dollar base-building pro- 
gram, atomic energy and mutual 
security appropriations.are added. 


Yet the fact is that we cannot 
buy security at. cut rates. We 
must be prepared to accept cal- 
culated- risks—there is no such 
thing as absolute security in these 
times. The defense program has 
already been squeezed down to a 
point just above the Plimsoll line 
where the risks become unaccept- 
able.

How It Started

“Speech Is Silver, Silence Is 
Golden.” 


HE correspondent who asks 

for the origin of this proverb 

refers to it as “doubtless an 
ancient saying.” It has the sound 
of antiquity—if one can risk judg- 
ing by sound in these matters— 
and the idea behind it is one 
known to every tongue—that is, 
the virtue of silence! 

In precisely this phrasing it is 
difficult to track back further 
than the last century, in spite of 
the fact that literature is replete 
with expressions of admiration 
for and ‘praise of silence, its bene- 
fits, its charm, its balm. 


Perhaps the most quoted of 
these is Thomas Carlyle’s state- 
ment, “Silence is deep as eternity, 
speech is shallow as time.” This 
he wrote in his “Memoirs of the 
Life of Scott.” In another work, 
“Characteristics of Shakespeare,” 
Carlyle said, “Speech is great, but 
silence is greater.” 

It has been suggested that it 
was Mrs. Carlyle’s articulateness 
which so impressed upon the 
great Scottish essayist and his- 
torian the desirability of silence 
that he reiterated it in so many 
ways! 

However that may be, even 
this proverb, “Speech is silver, 
silence is golden,” has been at- 
tributed to him. The basis for 
this attribution are the following 
lines in his celebrated work, 
“Sartor Resartus,” published in 
1831: 

“As the Swiss inscription 

says: ‘Speech is silvern, si- 

lence is of eternity.” 

In the allusion to the “Swiss 
inscription,” the saying is quoted 
in German. But as to the source 
of a German authorship, or a 
previous history, the most dili- 
gent search yields nothing to 
justify either contradicting Car- 
lyle or giving credit otherwise 
than in his own vague attribution.

Fred J. Hoffmeister Has Spent 35 Years Gathering Them; Some Are

long ago a wealthy man 

in New York’s Wall Street 

died and left the following 
will: 

“To my wife, I leave one dollar 
and the knowledge that I wasn’t 
the fool she thought I was. 

“To my son, I leave the pleas- 
ure of earning a living. For 35 
years he has thought the pleasure 
was mine. He was mistakén. 

“To my daughter, I leave $100,- 
000. She will need it. The only 
good piece of business her hus- 
band: ever did was to marry her. 


“To my. valet, I leave the 
clothes he has been stealing from 
me regularly for the past 10 
years. Also my fur coat that he 
wore last winter when I was in 
Palm Beach. 

“To my chauffeur, I leave my, 
cars. He almost ruined them 
and I want him to have the satis- 
faction of finishing the job. 


“To my partner, I leave the 
suggestion that he take some 
other clever man in with him at 
once if he expects to do any busi- 
ness.” ~ 

Another Easterner, a supposed- 
ly wealthy man with a slough of 
relatives, left a long will dispos- 
ing of all of his personal effects 
from his snuff box down. to his 
stick pin, winding up his last 
testament with these words: “... 
and, being of sound mind, I spent 
every last damn cent I had before 
I died.” 

These wills, and hundreds 
more, equally as unusual, form 
a collection put together over a 
period of 35 years by St. Louis 
lawyer and former Circuit Court 
Judge Fred J. Hoffmeister. Some 
are humorous. Some are poig- 
nant; such as the one left by the 
impoverished Chicago ‘lawyer 
who died in a charity ward and 
left to other old folks “with 
snowy crowns” the priceless be- 
quest of “the happiness of old age 
and the love and gratitude of 
their children until they fall 


asleep.” 
T collection have come from all 
over the world. 

One of the Judge’s favorites is 
the last will and testament of one 
Herman Oberweiss, Offered for 
probate at the June term, 1934, of 
the County Court of Anderson 
county, Texas: 

“I am writing my will mineself 
as this lawyer wants he should 
have to much money and he ask 
to many answers about the family. 

“First think I want done I 
don’t want my brother Oscar get 
a dam thing I got. He is a mum- 
ser and he done me out of $400 
14 years since. 

“I want it that Hilda my sister 
she gets the north 60 akers at 
where I am homing it now.

The judge has copies or digests 
of the wills of many famous men 
such as Napoleon, George Wash- 
ington, Benjamin Franklin, and the 
great Mormon leader, Brigham 
Young. When Young died on 
Aug. 29, 1877, he left an estate 
of $2,500,000 in trust for his 
families. The families were di- 
vided into classes, each class 
being represented by a wife and 
children or a wife without chil- 
dren, or the children of a de- 
ceased wife. There were 19 
classes in all. At the time of his 
death, he had 18 living wives and 
three deceased, There were 48 
children and one adopted child. 
His estate was divided into 19 
parts with life estates to the 
wives, the children taking the 
mother’s share which was held 
in trust until they became of age. 

“Ben Franklin left a will of 
more than 40 pages,” the Judge 
says, “and several of the para- 
graphs are extremely interesting. 
There is, for instance, Franklin's 
comment on the subject of in- 
herited wealth: ‘It is my opinion, 
that the who receives an estate 
from his ancestors ig under some 
kind of obligation to transmit 
the same to their posterity; this 
obligation does not lie on me, 
who never inherited a shilling 
from any ancestor or relation.’ 
And then there is his bequest 
and fine tribute to George Wash- 


ington. That paragraph in his 
will reads: “My fine crabtree 
walking stick with gold head cu- 
riously wrought in the form of the 
cap of liberty, I give 
friend, George Washington. If it 
were a sceptre, he has merited 
it, and would become it.’” 
* * 

N October of 1926 a Canadian, 

Charles Vance Millar, died and 

left the strange will that was to 
set off the Toronto “Stork 
Derby.” It was his wish that 
one-half million dollars be set 
aside from his estate to be paid 
to the Toronto woman who bore 
the most childrén in the last 
10 years after his death. In 
January of 1938 the Ontario Su- 


preme Court divided the as 


among four women, each 
mother of fine eligible children, 
and rejected the claims of two 
others. One could not prove that 
two of hér nine children were not 
stillborn and another failed to 
provide proof that five of her 
nine were legitimate. 

In the Judge’s colléction there 
are records of folks who wrote 
their wills on eggshells, on the 
steps of a stepladder and on 
match boxes. One eccentric 
testator, having learned that it 
makes no difference what a will 
is written on as long as the 
proper formalities required by 
the law of wills are carried out, 
wrote his last will and testament 
on a kitchen door. His executors 
had no choice but to have the 
door hauled into court for pro-

A cnsa of 5 should go to kinder- 

garten. Of course he should. 
Kindergarten ig just what a 5- 
year-old child needs. The rou- 
tine of getting: up in the morn- 
ing, dressing and having break- 
fast on schedule, getting to 
school with a feeling of accom- 
plishment behind him, is a won- 
derful tonic to a little child’s 
mind. ** 

Once acquainted with his class- 
mates, he looks forward each 
morning to seeing them again, 
sharing in their occupations, 
songs and games. He has be- 
come part of a group and is hav- 
ing his first experiences in living 
with people, learning that he has 
something to give, that he gets 
something from his sh that 
he never enjoyed before, the feel- 
ing of REE Saeaeneey to others. 


HE LEARNS, too, that he can- 
not act alone, that what he does 
affects others in the group and 
he is liked or disliked according 
to his deeds. Outgoing, helpful 
acts bring him the reward of 
smiles, preferences, friendliness 
while selfishness brings him cold- 
ness and isolation.
